TIME TO COOL OFF 


Secretary of War Stimson has 

old Congress that the U. S. 
Army “must be trained to fight 
outside the western hemisphere.” 
The boys must be trained, says 
Stimson, and they must be equlp- 
per, with guns in their hands and 
supplies behind their lines. 

At the same time. Secretary of 
Navy Knox told Congress that 
“there is a considerable element 
in America trying to sabotage 
and delay our national defense.” 

“Step by step,” he said, “I see 
my country gradually being iso¬ 
lated, and if disaster comes to 
those who are now fighting I see 
this nation surrounded by nations 
who have made no secret of their 
dislike for our institutions and 
our ideals.” 

Those significant remarks were 
made in discussing the pressing 
need for an immediate meeting of 
noinds between labor and industry 
t» avoid continuance of a strike 
situation that purposely or not, 

in the opinion even of the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, is 
slowing down vitail defense pro¬ 
duction. They were made in be¬ 

half of the “cooling off” plan 
embodied in the Vinson bill for, 
meditation of labor disputes dur-' 
ing the defense crisis, a plan I 
modeled on Britain’s mediation!

No war was ever won by 
forced labor. But many wars

Labor’s right need not be 
lost, and our defense program 
need not be sacrificed, if dispu¬ 
tants will calculate the conse¬ 
quences of action before they act 
—if they will think clearly and 
listen to reason. 

Unquestionably, laboring men 
themselves would gre'Jtly prefer 
to have their leaders and their 
employers “cool off” during a 
mediation period, than to be 
called out on jurisdictional, sym¬ 
pathy and other strikes that tie 
up not only our national defense 
but their own salaries as well.
